“This bank is closed by order of the 
board of directors,”’ was a notice 
posted at every entrance to the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce.

The Union National, which closed 
its doors this morning, had a notice 
posted explaining that the bank had 
paid out $1,090,000 to depositors in the 
last few weeks, and had realized on its 
securities as rapidly as possible, but 
not fast enough. It has $1,600,000 in 
securities, and owes approximately 
$500,000. it is thought it will be able 
to realize on its securities, when “all 
depositors will be paid in full. It ex- 
pects to open its doors again. The 
Union Bank's resources consist of loans 
and discounts amounting to $1,622,689. 
It has’ United States bonds to secure 
its circulation to the amount of $150,0%: 
cash and exchange, $147.568: over- 
drafts, $32,078; deposits, $533,558: due 
other national banks, $14,096: State 
banks, $29,809; paper outstanding, $170,- 
000. President Woodbury thinks the 
bank will reopen. 

The Commercial National closed its 

doors when it became evident from the 
size of the crowd outside that a run 
would be inaugurated, and a notice 
was posted that it closed for ltquida- 
tion, by order of the board of directors. 
It has 2 capital stock of $250,000, but 
has only $2000 cash on hand.

rock and not sand.” 

The Comptroller said that the people 
should not invite disaster by withdraw- 
ing from solvent institutions the money 
which the depositor cannot possibly usc. 
“The people are hoping, and are asking 
much from the banks. In turn, the 
banks have ‘the right of considerate 
treatment from the people. Let those 
who have long transacted business 
with banking institutions have suffi- 
cient confidence in them to know and 
feel that if in years past they proved 
safe, they are likely to do so now. The 
people who indulge on runs on banks 
cause to come about the very thing 
they wish to avert.”

MOWING MACHINE TRIALS. 

The World's Fair fleld trials of mow- 
ing-machines tock place at Wayne, IIL, 
on the farm of M. W. Dunham. Only 
two manufacturers entered, a harvest- 
ing company of Chicago, and a come- 
pany of Muncie, Ind. The judges were, 
Prof. R. P. Thurston, of Cornell Col- 
lege; Hon. H. C.. Wheeler of Odeboit, 
Iowa, one of the largest farmers inthe 
world, and Calvin Young of Auburn, 

The field in which the test occurred 
was covered with heavy timothy, of a 
yield of about three tons to the acre. — 
The machines were first used with five 
foot bars. One machine cut one acre 
in exactly thirty-two and one-half min- 
utes, with five stops to clear the bar of 
clogging grass. The other machine 
consumed exactly the same time, with 
but one stop. The appreciable differ- 
ence between the two trials was that 
the latter mower made less noise while 
in operation, and cut much closer to 
the ground. 

On the next trial the time consumed 
by the latter machine in cutting one 
acre was twenty-six and a half min- 
utes. The judges have not yet an- 
nounced their conclusion.

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British Rule in India. 

The change in the financial policy of 
India, recently made by the British 
government, has dires te] the attention 
ef Americans to that great and popu- 
lous land. of which so little is known 
in the United States. 


It is the general impression that 
Russia is only waiting for a suit- 
able opportunity to swoop down 
upon British India from across 
the mountain barriers on the 


north. In fact, this has been generally 
conceded until recently by army men 
and civilians in England. It appears, 
however, that there has been a great 
change during the past few years, ow- 
ing to the systematic work which. has 
been done by Lord Roberts, who ap-

pears to be a born organizer. He has 
reformed the Indian army, dividing it 
into three army corps, and has so thor- | 
oughly fortified the only two mountain 
passes which lead to India as to make 
them practically impregnable. Follow- 
ing Germany's example of preparing 
for war in time of peace, the possibil- 
ity of an attack upon India has been 
brought down to so fine a point that 
even the railroad time tables have been 
prepared for dispatching troops to the 
front, and all the details of the com- 
missariat department have been per- 
fected. 
Criticisms are occasionally heard of 
British rule in India, but no fair- 
minded man can deny that such rule 
has been, in the main, a great blessing 
to the people of Hindoostan. It is no 
light task to govern a continent of 250,- 
000,000 people, with 300 languages and 
several religions, bitterly opposed to 
each other. The spectacle of England 
doing this reminds one of a terrier lead- 
ing an elephant by a string. Under 
British rule India has enjoyed peace 
and prosperity, which it had not known 
before since the earliest historical days 
of which there are any record. Period- 
ically, for thousands of years, the 
country was overrun and' devastated by 
the warlike races from the north, while 
at home the lives and property of the 
people depended upon the caprice of 
native rulers, who were generally sen- 


All this has been changed; and, over 
and above this, a vast system of irri- 


gation works has been constructed and 
old works repaired, so that now those 
terrible famines which: used to sweep 
away their millions every few years, 
are few. cémparatively unimportant, 
and can be promptly relieved, owing to 
the extensive railroad system which 
has been built. The British have also 
abolished the barbarous practice of sut- 
tee, which yearly claimed its thousands 
of victims. 

Some people in this country have an 
idea that the natives of Hindoostan are 
only awaiting a chance to throw off 
the British yoke. There are, of course, 
in India, as elswhere, malcontents; but 
that such an idea is erroneous is 
shown by the fact that, when the last 
Russian scare took place, the independ- 
ent States, without exception, placed 
their troops at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment, and since then English offi- 
cers have drilled them, until now they 
form a highly-efficient army of them- 
selves. 

With all due deference to Anglopho- 
bists, it must be admitted that Great 
Britain has accomplished a great and 
humanitarian work in India during the” 
past half century. It may be objected 
that the blowing of Sepoys from the 
mouths of cannon is scarcely consist- 
ent with humanitarianism, but 
it should be remembered that those 
men had been guilty of outrages on 
white women which would make an 
Apache pale with envy. 

Where a handful of white men have 
to keep in check 250,000,000 people, who 
are subject to outbreaks of religious 
fanaticism, measures are sometimes 
necesary that would in other cases be 
justly deemed harsh and brutal. 

In time, the franchise will be ex- 
tended to India, and it will take its 
place among the great civilized coun- 
tries of the world. Already natives 
are represented in the council, in the 
army and civil service, while the na- 
tive press has attained great impor- 
tance. At present, however, the mass 
of the natives of Hindoostan are no 
more fitted to exercise the responsibil- 
ity of the franchise than are the Ha- 
Waiians. 


A Big Canal Project. 

The plans resulting from the. discov- 
ery by San Francisco that it is being 
left behind in the race for commercial 
supremacy on the Coast are beginning 
to take shape. For some time there 
have been vague suggestions in regard 
to a canal through the San Joaquin 
Valley. Now an attempt is to be made 
to raise money for such a canal, to ex- 
tend as far as Bakersfield. 

A $10,000,000 incorporation is projected. 
As outlined, the main line of the canal 
will be 175, miles long, from Suisun Bay 
to Tulare Lake, with an extension to 
Bakersfield, and branch canals running 
out to important towns. A system of 
locks will be necessary, which will en- 
able surplus water to be distributed 
through the lower adjoining country 
also supplying water 
power and electric lights. The San 
Joaquin River, Kern River, Tulare, 
Buena Vista and Kern lakes will be 
utilized, and will save much work in 


construction. The water is to be ob- | 


tained from these lakes and rivers, and 
from the natural drainage. It is esti- 
neiated that rates could be made ex- 
tremely low, both for passengers and 
freight. 

A Fresno man named Sharp is the 
projector of this scheme. He will need 
to be persevering as well as sharp, to 
put it through, as vested interests are 
not likely to give up “all the traffic will 
bear" without a severe struggle. 


The Vexed Question. 
A level-headed San Francisco letter 


on the Senatorial situation is printed 
this morning. Our correspondent 
‘names several available gentlemen 


from among whom the appointment 
could be judiciously made; also several 
aspirants who ‘‘won’'t do.” 

That town (San -Francisco) is full of 
local statesmen who go about with a 
look of owl-like wisdom on their classi- 
cal mugs, pretending to be possessors 
of the secrets of the slow-acting guber- 
natorial mind, when as a matter of 
fact they know no’ more about the sit- 
uation than a Hottentot knows about 
the integral calculus. Gov. Markham 
did not, as was confidently proclaimed 
by the Examiner and Mr. M. H. de 
Young, make the appointment yester- 
day, and he will not act officially until 
he has returned to the capital. We 
think he is delaying too long; that he 
is complicating the situation and em- 
barrassing himself by procrastination. 
But that is a matter for him; the de- 
cision rests with the Governor. He is 
evidently seeking earnestly to ascertain 
and to do the best thing for the State 
and for the Repmblican party—The 
Times accords to him sincerity of pur- 
pose in this regard—still we are con- 
vinced that he will not “‘strike it’’ any 
nearer by delay than he would by 
prompt action. Gov. Markham knows, 
and has known from the first, the senti- 
ment of the State, substantially, on 
this matter-of the vacant Senatorship, 
and any appointment that he might 
have made out of a list of several avail- 
able candidates would have satisfied 
the great body of. citizens had the 
choice been promptly made. The peo- 
ple like a man of action, who takes the 
responsibility when it falls to him, and 
exercises his prerogative with quick 
decision and a firm hand. 

As to the promise believed to have 
been made by the Governor to one of 
his long-time and steadfast friends, we 
have to say only this: If that promise 
was made unequivocally, and the con- 
fidence of the promisor has not since 
been dishonored—and we do not be- 
lieve it has been—then we would, if 
in the Governor's place, fulfill it, though 
the politicians howled and the heavens 
should fall. 


A case of mysterious cure is reported 
from Bloomington, Ill, which bears a 
marked resemblance to the one pub- 
lished in The Times on Monday. The 
young wife of a professional man had 
for nearly a week been at the point of 
death from an abscess of the spine, and 
was given up by her physicians. She 
apparently died, but, while her friends 
were weeping around her, she awoke, 
and reported that she had’ been in 
heaven, where the Lord had told her she 
might return to earth for a_ time. 
Thereupon, she began to recover rap- 
idly. Such cases as these can scarcely 
be explained on the theory of the power 
of the imagination, and the intimate 
connection between mind and body. 


A great how! of indignation has gone 
up in San Francisco over the accepted 
design for the proposed big tower on 
the “news City Hall. It is likened to 
a sho rer, a lighthouse and a smoke- 
stack. An inspection of the design fully 
justifies these criticisms. The trouble 
is that the average county or city of- 
ficial has but a limited idea or archi- 
tecture, or of art in general, hence the 
numerous municipal monstrosities which 
offend the eye in this country. The 
proposed City Hall tower of San Fran- 
cisco has something of a counterpart in 
that painted tin abomination which sur- 
mounts our $500,000 Courthouse. 


It is said that Gov. Altgeld is prepar- 
ing to set himself right with: the peo- 
ple by issuing an exhaustive review of 
the anarchist case, in which he will af- 
firm that the men were tried by a 
prejudiced judge, and a jury selected to 
convict. As to the first charge, it 
would probably be difficult to find a 
judge in the United States who is not 
prejudiced against anarchism an- 
archists. Otherwise, he would scarcely 
be worthy to be a judge. However, the 
people will hear what Gov. Altgeld has 
to say in the way of extenuation of his 
action. The Governor is at present on 
the defensive. 


And now there looms up on the erst- 
while Pacific horizon a prospect of hos- 
tilities between the United States of 
North America and the disrupted. king- 
dom of Hawaii, a piratical sealing ves- 
sel from that microscopic country hav- 
ing had the audacity to fire at the 
United States man-of-war Mohican. 
Not only fired at her, but hit her 
amidribs, so that she had to go to port 
for repairs, while the bold, bad sealer 
sailed away. The horse marines should 
be ordered out at once. 


The conversion of Rev. Henry Adams, 
of the Church of the Redeemer, New

That is not a very dignified picture

While 
the government and the banks are 
respectively trying to see which can 
pinch the hardest, ‘the people at hrge 
have to do the squealing. Such a state 
of affairs emphasizes the need for a 
change in our banking system. 


We referred yesterday to the inaugu- 
ration of a number of enterprises look- 
ing to the utilization of streams to pro- 
duce electric power. One of the boldest 
of these schemes yet advanced is out- 
lined in a dispatch from San Bernar- 
dino, which states that Eastern capital- 
ists are investigating the feasibility of 
laying an electric cable, 500 miles in 
length, along the Grand Canyon of 
the Colorade’ River, to drive small 
steamers and pump water for irriga- 
tion. We are evidently on the eve of 
an era of big development in the line 
of electric-water power in this section. 


The coroner’s jury which investi- 
gated the Chicago holocaust has re- 
ported, holding the president of the 
Cold Storage Warehouse Company, 
the director of works of the World's 
Fair and others responsible for the 
deaths of those who perished in the 
fire. The building which was destroyed 
had been examined by the authorities 
previously, and was declared to be a 
veritable fire-trap. The insurance com- 
panies had also refused it as a risk, 
but nothing was done to make it safe 
for the visitors who, it seems, were 
allowed to enter it. 


While there may seal-poachers 
pessessed of the hardihood to train 
lawless cannon on Uncle Sam's men- 
of-war, it does not seem likely, as 
Capt. Howison of the Mare Island 
Navy-yard points out, that the Alex- 
andria could attain close enough to 
the Mohican to penetrate the latter's 
solid sides and coalbunkers with a 
ball from her smoothbore rifles, and 
not have been blown out of the water 
by the bluejackets. 


A suit that was commenced 152 years 
ago has just been concluded in the En- 
glish Chancery Court. It is scarcely 
necessary to state that the fees and le- 
gal expenses covered nearly the entire 
sum fought for. That is probably why 
the suit came to an end. When a cow 
stops giving milk, she is turned over to 
the butcher.

SENATE BILL NO. 555. 


Its Relation to the Cable 
Foreclosure Sale. 


— — 


Without Doubt Intended to Cover 
' This Special Case. 


The County Deprived of Many Thou- 
gands of Dollars. 


How the Affair Was Managed at Sacramento. 
The Present Commissioner and an 
Interested Attorney the Chief 
Lobbyists for the Bitl. 


The recent appointment of Francis J. 
Thomas as commissioner for the sale of 
the cable road recalls the struggie 
during the last sessionof the Legis- 
lature, when the change in the law was 
made whereby it was possible to take 
such sales out of the hands of the Sheriff 
and Gelegate the power to a commis- 
sioner appointed by the court. 

Un January 20, Assemblyman Pendle- 
ton of this city introduced a billin the 
House amending section 726 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure and adding a 
new section, 729, relating to actions 
for the forciosure of mortgages. 


The body of this proposed measure | 


read as follows: 

“Section 1. Section 726 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Seo. 726. There can be but one 
action for the recovery of any debt, or 
the enforcement of any right se- 
cured by mortgage upon real estate 
or personal property, which action 
must be in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this chapter. In such action, 
the court may, by its judgment, direct 
a sale of the incumbered property (or 
so much thereof as may be necessary,) 
and the application of the proceeds of 
the sale to the payment of the costs of 
the court, and the expenses of the sale, 
and the amount due plaintiffs. ‘The 
court may, by its judgment, or at any 
time after judgment, appoint a commis- 
sioner to sell the incumbered prop- 
erty. If it appear from the sher- 
iff’'s return, or from the commis- 
sioner’s report, that the proceeds 
are insufficient. and a balance still re- 
mains due, judgment can then be dock- 
eted forsuch balance against the de- 
fendant or defendants personally liable 
for the debt, and it becomes a lien on 
the real estate of such judgment debtor, 
as in other cases, on which execution 
may be issued. No person holding a 
conveyance from or under the mort- 
gagor of the property mortgaged, or 
having d lien thereon, which conveyance 
or lien does not appear of record in the 
proper office at the time of the com- 
mencement of the action, need be made 
a party tosuchaction; and the judg- 
ment therein rendered and the pro- 
ceedings therein had are as conclusive 
against the party holding such unre- 
corded conveyance or lien as if he had 
been a party totheaction. If thecourt 
appoint a commissioner forthe sale of 
the property, he shall sell it inthe 
manner provided by law for the sale of 
like property by the sheriff upon exe- 
cution, and the provisions of chapter 1, 
title 9, part 2, of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, are hereby,made applicable 
tosales made by such coinmissioners, 
and the powers therein given and the 
duties therein imposed on sheriffs are 
extended to such commissioners. 

“Sec. 2. A new section is hereby 
added to the Code of Civil Procedure, 
to be known as section 729, to read as 
follows: 

* *Sec. 729. The commissioner, be- 
fore entering upon his duties, must 
be swornto perform them faithfully, 

and the court making the appointment 

may require of him an undertaking, 

with sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by the court, in an amount to be fixed 
by the court, to the effect that he will 
faithfully perform the duties of com- 
missioner, according to law. Within 
thirty days after such sale the commis- 
sioner must file with the clerk of the 
court in which theaction is pending, a 
verified report and account of the sale, 

together with the proper affidavits, 

showing that the regular and required 
notice of the time and place of the sale 
was given, which report and account 
shall have the same force and effect as 
the sheriff's return in sales under exe- 
cution. In all cases of sales made by a 

commissioner, the which pro- 

ceedings are pending shall fix a reason- 

able compensation for the commission- 
er’s services, but in no case to exceed 
the amount allowed by law to sheriffs 
for sale of property under execution. 

‘Sec. 3. This act shall be in 
force and take effect immediately from 
and after its passage.’’ 

On February 1 Senator Mathews in- 
troduced identically the same bill in 
the Senate, which became known as 
Senate Bill No. 555, Before the mat- 
ter was thus brought to the attention 
of the upper house it attracted very 
little attention. However, about this 
time several Los Angeles lobbyists be- 
ganto arrive and the question was 
asked, .‘‘What are they here for?’’ The 
representatives of the Citizen’s Reform 
Association of Los Angeles had also 
putin an appearance at Sacramento | 
and proceeded to seek an answer to the 
question. These latter gentlemen soon 
discovered that Senate Bill No. 555, as 
ithasnow become generally known, 
notwithstending its previous introduc- 
tion in- the Assembly, was -occupying 
most of the time and attention of these 
Southern lobbyists. Frank J. Thomas, 
the recently-appointed commissioner, 
was one of -the prime movers, in 
fact, ‘‘stayed with’? the bili from 
its introduction in the Assem- 
bly until its final passage and 
presentation to the Governor. 
Charles Silent, who has appeared in 
the street railroad suits as counsel for 
Alvord & Brown, trustees, arrived 
shortly after Mr. Thomas, and also 
remained until the bill was engineered 
through the Legislature. Others from 
Los Angeles, supposed to have political 
influence, also appeared on the scene. 
Notone of these men openly espoused 
the measure—all had some other object 
in view, if their own statements were 
to be believed. Thus, Mr. Thomas was 
looking after a bill affecting cattle 
interests; Mr. Silent was in. Sacra- 
mento for the purpose of preventing 
the secession of Pomona; Capt. Barrett 
of the ‘electric road was having a peti- 
tion to Grover Cleveland circulated, 
and others were interested in local 
matters pertaining to the city of Los 
Angeles. 

The representatives of the Citizens’ 
Reform Association,. having discovered 
what the other fellows ‘‘were there 
for,”’ promptly set about to enucompass 
the defeat of such hostile legislation. 


|The supervisors of the county were 


made aware of the situation, and they, 
in their capacity as the guardians of 


the county’s interests, immediately tel- 
egraphed each member of the Legisla- 
ture from Los Angeles county, request- 
ing that the bill be opposed by them. 

The Times, on February 23, pub- 
lished the following in its editorial 
columns: 

‘Senate Bill No. 555, introduced by 
Senator Mathews (by request,) is a 
measure which undoubtedly covers a 
job to bleed the public treasury, and it 
should die the death. It takes the sales 
of property under foreclosure out of the 
hands of ‘the sheriff and gives them 
into the hands of a commissioner to be 
appointed ineach case by the court. 
The commissioner is to receive a fee 
not exceeding that allowed on a sher- 
iff’s sale, which, we believe, is 5 per 
cent. The important difference is that, 
whereas all fees of this kind are now 
covered into the county treasury (the 
sheriff receiving a salary,) under the 
the proposed law these fees would go to 
privateindividuals. The county would 
be done out of a large revenue, while 
the sheriff would draw the same pay as 
at present, and would have less work to 
do. The supervisors of this county 
have properly telegraphed our repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature, asking 


them to oppose the measure as 
materially injurious to the public 
interest. It is one of the grab bills in- 


troduced late in the session, probably 
n the hope of its being smuggled 
through without attracting much atten- 
tention. Senator Mathews should not 
permit himself to be imposed upon by 
jobbers. He owes it to his constituents 
to right himself upon this iniquitous 
proposition. 

‘Senator Mathews later explained 
that Nie had introduced the bill (by re- 
quest) after having been shown a peti- 


| tion in its favor signed by some of the 


best attorneys and merchants in Los 
Angeles. But the fact that certain 
names appear on petitions, although 
prima facie evidence that the signers 
know the contents, is realiy not so under- 
stood nowadays. People usually sign 
petitions not so much because they 
know anything about the subject in 
question, but because the party who 
presents it isa good fellow or because 
they do not wishto be bored further 
and by just affixing their names easily 
get rid of the persistent petition 
monger.’’ 

Seeing that public interest was awak- 
ened, and that the people were ‘‘onto’’ 
them, the lobbyists adopted another 
tack. They agreedto an amendment 
which, instead of allowing the commis- 
sioner the fat sheriff’s fees, placed the 
maximum amount of the commissioncr’s 
compensation in any case at $10. An- 
other amendment was also agreed to 
which substituted the word *‘shall’’ for 
‘may’? in that part of the bill refer- 
ring to the giving of bonds by the com- 
missioner. As orfginally drawn, the bill 
allowed the appointment of commis- 
sioners without giving bonds, leaving 
the matter entirely discretionary with 
the court. These concessions seemed so 
manifestly fair that the members of the 
Legislature readily voted to make Frank 
J. Thomas commissioner for the sale of 
the cable road, and in that way do the 
county of Los Angeles out of many 
thousands of dollars in fees which, oth- 
erwise, would have gone into the county 
treasury. 

To show that The Times had a true 
inkling of the real purpose of Senate 
Bill 555, the following taken from the 
editorial columns of this paper of Feb- 
ruary 28 is republished. 

‘Senator Mathews’s bill, providing for 
the appointment by the court of a com- 
missioner to sell property under fore- 
closure, was amended so as to leave out 
the percentage allowed such commis- 
sioner, and fixing the maximum con- 
sideration for his services at $10. It 
is said that this eliminates the objec- 
tionable feature. It will certainly re- 
duce the cost to litigants materially in 
cases where the sales ron into a large 
figure, although the county will make 
nothing out of the transaction. In this 
form the bill has passed the Senate; 


‘but, before findiug favor in the House 


and becoming a law, it should be scruti- 
nized still more closely. What would 
be the operation of the law, for in- 
stance, in the case of the sale of a 


bankrupt street railway, under order of 


the court, involving a transaction of, 
say $1,500,000? What was the inten- 
tion of the originators of the measure 
touching a case like that?’

ELECTRIC PROJECT. 


The Supposed Route to 
Pasadena. 


Passenger Agents Try to Patch 
Up Rates. 


An Illinois Central Branch is Moving 
Out This Way. 


Reduction in Strained Honey Rate — An- 
nouncement About the Santa Fe— 
General Local and Per- 


Some information was overheard yes- 
terday which may have an important 
bearing on the future policy of the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company. It is understood that 
the electric people, with the intention of 
permanently abandoning the bridge 
over the river at Buena Vista street, 
will make a move that will revert to 
their profit. This will be to reach and 
cross the river by the Aliso-street line, 
which is now of horse power, but can 
readily be wired for electricity, which 
will give immediate connection with the 
San Gabriel Rapid Transit road. This 
latter road recently came into the pos- 
session of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany by purchase, and that company 
having no use for the portion of the 
road between its junction with the 
main line at Shorb and its terminus 
on the river on Aliso street, is said to 
be willing to sell the abandoned road. 
The information received yesterday is 
to the effect that the electric company 
will buy and electrize the San Gabriel 
road from its Los Angeles terminus to 
a point near Shorb, and from thence 
will build a new line to near Raymond, 
where connection will be made with the 
Fair Oaks-avenue street car line of 
Pasadena. This would make a through 
line between Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena, with an even grade, and the 
greater portion of the road already 
graded and heavily ironed, ready for 
the trolley. The reports that the com- 
pany will gross the Kuhrts-street or 
Macy-street bridge are not credited, in 
view of the probable purchase of the 
San Gabriel Rapid Transit link. 

MAKING ANOTHER AGREEMENT. 


The passenger agents of transconti- 
nental railroads, located in Los Ange- 
les, were called to meet yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Santa [Fe’s general of- 
fices, to make another trial at formu- 
lating an agreement to maintain rates. 
All the passenger agents who were in 
town were present, and the meeting 
discussed with much vigor the topic 
on the tapis. It will be remembered 
that, the latest meeting held here for a 
similar purpose came to naught be- 
cause the Southern Pacific refused to 
sign a compact permitting the pay- 
ment of ticket commissions to coupon 
ticket agents or anybody. As the 
other roads would not agree to abolish 
commissions or sign an agreement to 
which the Southern Pacific was not a 
member, that meeting availed nothing. 
Now, to conciliate the Southern Pacific 
and not yield all the points in dispute, 
it is proposed to make an agreement 
by which the representatives of al’ 
lines should agree to pay no ticket 
commissions to ticket brokers, hotel 
runners, hackmen or curbstone brok- 
ers—saying nothing about coupon 
ticket agents. It was expected that 
the Southern Pacific’ would sign this, 
which was written in lawyers’ phrase- 
ology, and vague enough to puzzle the 
most astute. Though the meeting 
openly charged the Union Pacific with 
cutting rates $4 to $5 on each ticket, 
and ticket business in Los Angeles was 
going to the bow-wows, the meeting 
voted to hold the matter over to a sub- 
sequent date, to be determined later. 
The Southern Pacific was afraid of 
that anti-commission clause. 

ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S ACQUISITION. 

SIOUX CITY (owa,) July 18.—It is 
said, on tolerably reliable authority, 
that the Illinois Central has closed a 
deal by which it takes possession of 
the Pacific Short Line. The Journal 
gives it as the statement of an official 
of the road that the short line will be 
extended to Ogden, with probably a 
stub into the Black Hills within the 
next two years. 

(The Pacific Short Line does not 
come near the Pacific by a long ways, 
though itis,in reality a short line. It 
extends from Sioux City northward to 
Garretson, S. D., ninety-seven miles, 
and fr@ém Sioux City westward to 


O'Neill, Neb., 129 miles.—Railroad Ed.)

WITHOUT LEAVE. 


Youthful Lovers Outwit 
Their Parents. 


No Divorce Granted in the Case 
of Richards. 


The Court Finds Causes Established 
for and Against. 


Willis Norton Gets Judgment of $200 Against 
the Terminal Railway Company for 
Unlawful Ejectment—Court 
Notes. 


— 


“If Rafael Ortiz applies for a mar- 
riage license today, telephone’ me at 
once before you issue it.’’ Such were 
the brief Instructions that Constable 
Rogers whispered in the ear of Deputy 
Clerk Kutz yesterday morning before 
he took the elevator up to “‘Department 
Seven.”’ Consequently, Mr. Kutz was 
on the lookout all during the forenoon 
for any flierce-visaged and black-haired 
Mexican youth who might signify his 
intention of entering into the matri- 
monial estate. There were several ap- 
plicants for marriage permits, but not 
one of these answered the description 
of Mr. Ortiz, as given by the constable, 
so “Mr.’’ Kutz sat down and waited 
and waited. Finally the spring door 
was pushed open with a jerk, and a 
troop of swarthy-skinned ‘“natives’’ 
poured in so rapidly as to almost take 
away the breath of the waiting deputy. 
They soon made known that they 
wanted a marriage license to make 
legal the union of Rafael Ortiz and 
May Ruiz, and that they were in a 
hurry for it, too. Mr. Kutz at once ex- 
cused himself, saying that he would 
have to run upstairs to get the neces- 
sary blank form, and at once hied to 
the telephone. When he sang out over 
the wire to Rogers, ‘Your bird is here, 
come and get him,’’ he was much sur- 
prised to hear the worthy keeper of the 
peace reply, “It’s all right now; let 
them go ahead with the wedding.” 
Kutz put the ear phone up in disgust 
at having exerted himself all for noth- 
ing, and at once issued the desired li- 
cense without further comment. 

How a good story was spoiled was 
told by Constable Rogers later. 

Ortiz, for some time past, has lived 
with the Ruiz family at Chatsworth. 
TAttle May Ruiz, the fourteen-year-old 
daughter of Mr. Ruiz, conceived, in the 
course of time, a decided liking for 
Rafael, and this affection was recipro- 
cated. The old people being opposed to 
the daughter marrying at such an early 
age, the young people decided that, to 
make the course of true love run 
smooth, they must adopt daring and in- 
dependent plans. Accordingly, they 
made the necessary arrangements for 
elopement, and on Sunday morning 
took the train for San Pedro, where 
they boarded steamer and were mar- 
ried on the gh seas. When Ruiz 
learned of the flight, he was very wroth, 
and had dispatches sent out ordering 
the arrest of bold Rafael wherever he 
should be found. Constable Rogers re- 
ceived one of these telegrams, and that 


was the reason why he had instructed | 


Deputy Kutz as he did about the is- 
suance of the license. In the mean- 
time, old man Ruiz had learned of the 
marriage, and concluded that the best 
way to do would be to swallow his 
wrath and bow to the inevitable. So 
he accompanied the youthful pair to 
the clerk's office, and there gave his 
consent to the marriage of his minor 
child in due form. 
NO DECREE GRANTED. 
Mrs. Mary Richards cannot now 
marry Antonio Aguilar, or any other 
man, for the present, at least, as Judge 
Van Dyke yesterday decided that he 
would not grant either husband or wife 
a divorce. 


Previous to the shooting of Mr. Rich- 


ards by the vicious Mexican, Aguilar, 
papers had been filed by Mrs. Richards 
asking for a divorce from her husband 
on the grounds of failure to provide and 
cruelty. The case did not come up 


until after the conviction of Aguilar for. 


assault with intent to commit murder 
and Richards filed a cross complaint 
charging his wife with adultery. After 
hearing the evidence on this latter the 
court held that the adultery charge and 
the one of failure to provide had not 
been established, hence neither party 
was entitled to a decree. ; 

In the course of the testimony taken 
yesterday, Annie Owens said that she 
lived on Workman street next door to 
the Richards residence. Antonio Agui- 
lar was seen about the premises quite 
frequently. Mrs. Richards told the 
witness that Aguilar slept in the house. 
The Mexican would come out of the 
house about 5:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and wash himself at the pump, and 
then go back into the kitchen. Later 
he would come out and go off to’ work. 
Mrs. Richards was very cruel to her 
children. She had been seen to whip 
the little boy with a heavy rope and 
throw large sticks at him. She would 
go out riding frequently with Aguilar, 
leaving the children alone outside the 
house. She drank considerable liquor, 
and on July 4 she was seen to be in a 
state of intoxication. Aguilar and 
Mrs. Richards had been seen occupying 
the same bed. 

Mrs. Richards said yesterday morn- 
ing, while pumping water in her yard, 
that she would marry Antonio in jail, 
anyhow. 

John Owens remembered when Mr. 
Richards had once returned home, after 
an absence of several weeks. Mrs. 
Richards met him then and ordered 
him away, saying that she would shoot 
him if he didn’t get off the steps. 
Again, when Richards came back on 
another date he was treated in a similar 
harsh manner. The witness corrobo- 
rated the testimony of Richards regard- 
ing the occurrence when Mrs. Richards 
got inside the doorway and called upon 
Aguilar to shoot him. Mrs. Richards 
had sometimes whipped the children 
fearfully. If anyone remonstrated 
with her she would promptly tell them 
to mind their own business. 

JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFF. 

Damages in the sum of $200 were 
assessed in favor of Willis Norton yes- 
terday against the Terminal Railway 
company by Judge Shaw upon a state- 
ment of facts set forth in a stipulation 
filed. Norton’s claim for damages was 
based upon the alleged unlawful action 
of a conductor in the employ of the 
railway company. Some time during 
the month of February of last year, 
Norton bought a first-class ticket to 
Long Beach at the Terminal office and 
boarded a train destined for that place. 
wishing to get off and remain at Clear- 
water for a day or so before completing 
the trip, he requested the ccnductor in 
charge of the train to issue to him a 
stop-over check. 
refused to do, stating that under the 
rules of the company he was not al- 
lowed to do so. He took up Mr. Nor- 
ton’s ticket and went his way. When 
Clearwater was reached, Mr. Norton 
got off, as he had intended to do, and 
stopped there two or three days. Then 
he boarded another train to go the re- 
maining distance to Long Beach. 


- When the conductor came along to col- 


lect his fare, he told him that he had 
bought a through ticket to Long 
Beach before getting off at Clearwater, 
and that he would pay no additional 
fare to ride to that place. The bluc-

coated official would not listen to any 
such an excuse, and stopped the train 
and ejected Norton from it. The latter 
brought suit for damages, claiming 
that, under the law, railway companies 
were compelled to issue stop-over privi- 
leges on all first-class tickets, and that 
such companies had no right to estab- 
lish an arbitrary rule to the contrary. 

The court so held, also, and gave 
judgment for the plaintiff as above 
stated. 


On motion of the District Attorney, 
an information was filed yesterday in 
Department One, charging E. A. Fry 
and W. M. Carnahan with the crime of 
burglary. 

The jury in the case of the People vs. 
J. Calhoun returned into court yester- 
day morning at 12 o'clock with a ver- 
dict finding the defendant guilty as 
charged of assault with a deadly 
weapon. Judge Smith set Thursday 


as a jime for passing sentence. 
nWJad Bournel was sentenced yes- 
day > Judge Smith to one year’s 
imprisonment at Folsom, upon convic- 


tion of petty larceny, with a _ prior 
charge. PBournel stole chickens and 
made no concéakmnent of the fact. He 
appeared without attorney, and was 
anxious to get the ceremony of sen- 
tence over with as soon as possible. 

Charles Gerson, the juror cited to ap- 
pear for alleged contempt before Judge 
Smith, was brought into Department 
One yesterday in answer to the charge. 
After hearing the evidence offered, the 
court decided that there was sufficient 
doubt as to the commitment of the of- 
fense, and ordered the defendant dis- 
charged. 

Judgment dnd findings were ordered 
paid by Judge Shaw for plaintiff in the 
case of J. Keen vs. G. Henry, subject 
to the lien of a certain tax certificate. 

The petition for the discharge of E. 
Diste eas an insolvent was granted yes- 
terday in Department Five. 

A demurrer to the first complaint in 
the case of Burkhart vs. Witmer Bros. 
& Co. was sustained by Judge Shaw 
yesterday, ten days being allowed in 
which the answers to the second and 
third complaints might be filed. 

Jeorge Carpenter, accused of robbing 
an acquaintance of some money, was on 
trial yesterday in Department One be- 
fore Judge Smith and a jury. 

John .L. Sciscich, a nephew of Luca 
Sciscich, the old man who killed his

The Annual Report of the 
Governor. 


Detailed Statement of the Insti- 
tution’s Condition. 


An Array of Very Interesting Facts 
and Figures. 


What It Cost to Run the Home During the 
Past Year—Much Good Work Ac- 
complished—Suggestions and 
Recommendations. 


Gov. Treichel of the Soldiers’ Home 
completed his report Tuesday for the 
fiscal year, ending June 30, 1898, and 
will forward it to Gen. Franklin, presi- 
dent of the Board of Managers, in a few 
days. It is a very voluminous docu- 
ment, and contains the reports of the 
treasurer, surgeon, commissary, quar- 
termaster, postmaster and heads of the 
minor departments of the home. 

It is quite an interesting statistical 
resume of the workings of the home, 
and from it the following figures have 
been obtained: 

The maximum strength of the home 
for the year was 1151, as against 891 
last year; the whole number cared for 
from date of organization to June 80, 
1893, was 2078; and the cost of daily 
ration for each member was 24.58cents; 
cost of clothing per capita, $31.64; 
total cost per capita for the year, 
$201.89; general expenses for the 
year, $196,057.79. Percent. of mor- 
tality, 3.97; per cent. last year, 4.67; 
total deaths for the year, 59; total 
number of deaths from organization, 
192. Number of pensioners during 
year, 670. Amount expended for pen- 
sions, $96,708.75; balance on hand, 
$18,666.21. | 

The members come from forty-two 
States and Territories, of which Cali 
fornia furnished 1498; Washington 
¥1; Arizona, 99; Oregon, 78; Alaska, 
2: British Columbia 1, and Mexico 1. 
Ofthe members 1378 served in the 
rebellion, 98 inthe Mexican war and 
8 are soldiers who served in the regular 
army and who were innowar. The 
youngest member is 27, the oldest 86, 
and there are twelve that are over 80. 
There are 820 native born and 664 
foreigners, and all trades and profes- 
sions are represented, and there are 
only 86 who can neither read nor write. 

The whole number cared for during 
the year was 1484 and 228 were pres- 
ent for extraduty. The amount paid to 
extra duty men during the year was 
$31,823.44, 2nd to non-commissioned 
officers $3408, making a total of 
$35,226.44. P 

The volunteer service is represented 
by 1244 members, the regular army by 
139 and the navy by 101.

The single men number 1842, the 
married men, 142, and 1898 can read 
and write. The total number of ar- 
rests for minor offenses was 255, and 
of this number 185 were for absence 
without leave, and 46 for drunkenness, 
and 1257 members committed no of- 
fense whatever. 

The laundry washed 172,168 pieces 
of clothing during the year, and there 
were 29,019 letters and postals mailed 
from the postoffice and 61,875 letters 
received. 

The total value of the vegetables, 
farm produce, hay, pork, milk and the 
like was $10,927.14, and the number 
of visitors who visited the home during 
the year was 17,912. The profit of 
the post fund was about $2000. 

In his report the governor speaks of 
the hospital and the impossibility of 
obtaining trained nurses, and says that, 
if it were possible, competent female 
nurses would be obtained. 

He also says that since the Board of 
Supervisors has refused to issue licenses 
to the disreputable saloons in the vicin- 
ity of the home there isa marked fm- 
provement in the morale of the home, 
and the arrests for drunkenness are less 
frequent. , 

During the year grounds have been 
laid out, roads made, trees have been 
planted, and the barracks and houses 
have been painted and kalsomined.

A VETERAN'S LONG WALK. 
From New Mexico to Santa Monica to En- 
ter the Home. 

_Footsore and weary from a walk 
@cross the hot desert country lying be- 
tween here and New Mexico, an old 
veteran almost staggered up the steps 
of the governor’s office of the Soldiers’ 
Home Tuesday. He was 76 years of 
age, shattered by wounds, suffering 
from exposure, and at present penni- 
less, but he hasa record for service 
underthe old flag that probably no 
other man has, and one of which he is 


* justly proud. He wanted to be ad- 


mitted to the home, and the governor 
has conditionally took him in. 

His name is August Thierme, and he 
has a record of forty-two years as a 
soldier of the United States. He first 
enlisted at St. Louis on June 12, 1840, 
when Jefferson Davis was a young re- 
cruiting officerthere. Being attached 
to the First Dragoons, Thierme marched 
with Gen. Hancock across the plains, 
arriving at San Pedro the following 
winter. 

San Pedro was but a small military 
post then, and Los Angeles was a small 
village inhabited only by Spaniards, 
creoles and Indians. Many were the 
hardships that the First Dragoons en- 
countered on their perilous march 
across the unknown country at that 
time, and Mr. Thierme suffered alike 
with the others of the command. What 
with starvation, lack of water, deadly 
encounters with hostile Indians, there 
seemed to be no end of danger. tid, 
* All along the Coast did he serve, and 
when the war broke out he was with 
his corps and stationed near San Ber- 
nardino. From here the company was 


' marched toSan Pedro, and from there 


they went by vessel by the way of Pan- 
ama to the seat of war. 

During the rebellion Thierme took 
part in a score of bloody engagements,

receiving wounds that he bears today, 
and for which he receives a small pen- 
sion from the government. 
When at last the ‘‘cruel war was 
over,” and peace was declared. most of 
the soldiers returned to their homes, 
but Thierme, in love with the vocation 
of arms, remained in the service, and 
again did duty in the Rocky Mountains, 
fighting Indians, and in the engineer 
corps on the Pacific Coast. In 1882, at 
the age of 65 vears, no longer able to 
fight the battles of his country, be was 
mustered out, having been for 33 years 
in the cavalry, seven years in the in- 
fantry and two years in the engineer 
corps. He served asanenlisted man 
and a commissioned officer, and, as he 
came to the home Tuesday, carefully 
wrapped up among a bundle of papers, 
was a major’s commission, signed by 
Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War. 
His army record is of the best, and he 
served under Kearney, Hancock, Bu- 
chanan, Grant, Sheridan, Crook, Augur, 
Russell, Dent, Ingalls, Wright, and was 
a prominent participant in Col. Step- 
toe’s famous Indian massacte in 1857. 
In the past few years he has been in 
the sheep business in New Mexico. A 
dry season this vear wiped dway the 
fruits of his labor since his discharge 
from the army, and he was, therefore, 
comipelled to seek admission to the 
home. He draws a larger pension than 
the maximum amount allowed to appli- 
cants, but on accouut of his age and- 
severe wounds this money is all applied 
for medical assistance, and it is to be 
hoped that the rule in his case will be 
relaxed and that Gov. Treichel will al- 
plow the brave old warrior to come in 
and spend his few remaining days inthe 
company of his wartime companions, 
and in sight of the old flag he foilowed 
so faithfully so many years of his life. 
ANOTHER NOTABLE ARRIVAL. 
George Bingham, who came to Cali- 
fornia in 1840, in the celebrated sloop 
Yorktown, and who was present at the 
raising of the historic bear flag at 
Monterey, which made California a re- 
public, has also arrived at the home 
from Oakland. Monday’s Chronicle 
contains the following concerning the 
veteran: 
“Mr. Bingham is 76 years old, and 
his hair and beard are as white as 


snow. Besides assisting to raise the 
bear flag he is the veteran of two fierce 
wars. He wentall through the cam- 


paign against Mexico, which ended in 
the ceding of Texas, and was in no less 
than thirteen fierce engagements, yet 
he was noteven wounded. He knew 
intimately Gen. Winfield Scott and the 
renowned hunter, trapper and frontier 
fighter, Davy Crockett. He started in 
the warat Vera Cruz and remained 
until the last gun was fired. 

“When the war of the rebellion 
broke out, Bingham, not yet done with 
fighting, joined the Second California 
Cavalry. Inthis he served until Lee 
surrendered to the grim man on _ horse- 
back and the hero of Appomattox. 
Afterward, and for a period previous 
also, the old man engaged in many 
forays against the Diggers and other 
tribes. e ran innumerable narrow 
risks, but never received a scratch. 

“But for all this, the old man has 
but onearm. This is one of the saddest 
things in his remarkable career, and 
caused him to be sent to Santa Monica. 
About a*vear ago he was running an 
elevator at the borax works in Ala- 
meda. The elevator caught and man- 

led his arm, and almost wrenched it 
rom its socket. Becauseof this he had 
to have it amputated.”’ 


A Frightful Nuisance. 

Councilmen Strohm, Rhodes, Innes, 
Nickell and Munson, together with 
Health Officer Powers, visited the place 
yesterday morning where the dead ani- 
mals are being disposed of. It will be 
remembered that the locality is~ near 
the Arroyo Seco. They went early in 
the morning, so that their visit would 
be unexpected, and found things in an 
even worse condition than they had an- 
ticipated, It was found that the dead 
animals were being skinned an@'that 
their carcasses were cut into chunks 
and the fat tried out of them in the 
same manner as has already been pub- 
lished. The place ‘is in a small canyon 
so situated that the rays of the sun fall- 
ing on it produce an intense heat. One 
horse was found there that had been 
skinned and left standing apparently 
foradayortwo. The stench arising 
from the place was unen@urable, and 
one of the councilmen was made posi- 
tively sick by it, while the others were 
obliged to retire after remaining but a 
short time. The councilmen state that 
they are in favor, at the earliest prac- 
ticable time, of remedying the evil. .

Mrs. Walton walks to her door and 
smilingly receives her callers, who are 
numerous, and she as smilingly and hos- 
pitably endeavors to answer the varied 
questions which are put to her, and this 
with every evidence of sincerity. 

Seen yesterday, in her home on Casco 
street, surrounded by a group of ac- 
quaintances and friends, she was a ra- 
dient, inspiring picture of faith and 
physical well-being, and is, to all ap- 
pearances, in sounder healththan many 
of those whocome to visit her. Her 
cheeks are flushed, her eyes shining, 
she laughs with hearty and contagious 
abandon, and it does one good to meet 
and talk with her. Her intimate 
friends say that every line of her face 
is changed since that mysterious trans- 
formation, which occurred ina space of 
fifteen minutes one week ago last Sun- 
day afternoon. 

As is natural, people have come from 
near and far since Mrs. Walton's public 
testimony at the Gospel Tabernacle last 
Sunday morning, to hear from her own 
lips the story of healing alleged to be 
divine and provento have een com- 
plete and instantaneous. Reporters for 
secular and Christian papers have 
called, clergymen, representatives of 
organizations, and many prompted only 
by kindly interest or curiosity. Al- 
ready Mrs. Walton has been requested 
to address congregations in churches of 
this city; but this she declines to do at 
present. She says, very sensibly, *Al- 
though healed by the Divine, I am not 
divine; lam human. I mustuse reason. 
I must not impose upon the strength the 
Lord has given me.’’ When asked if 
there is any return of pain, she says de- 
cidedly that there is not. She simply 
admits that Monday night, after re- 
ceiving many calls, she felt tired, with 
the same feeling she might have expe- 
rienced if she had been traveling and 
became wearied. But she sleeps and 
eats like arobust person, and every 
morning since she was healed she has 
arisen, dressed herself and been out to 
her breakfast by 9 o'clock. The main 
portion ofeach day is devoted to re 
criviag guests, the first one yesterday 
a reporter, arriying before breakfast 

Mrs. Anna B. Southwick, of No. 25, 
Freeman street, who is superintendent 
of the evangelistic work of Southern 
California under the W.C.T.U., was 
metatthe residence of Mrs. Walton 
last evening, and is one of the strong- 
est to testify tothe previous physical 
condition of the former invalid. Mrs. 
Southwick had been seeing her regu- 
larly every week or fortnight for the 
past four months, and says that she 
knew, the first time that she saw her, 
that it was a case the Lord alone could 
cure, for human instrumentality could 
do nothing. She dweit particularly 
upon. the peculiar cramped position 
‘which the toes of the left foot had as- 
sumed, and upon the ridge above the 
ankle, which was described in the ar. 
ticle published on Monday. The sub- 
ject of the feeling of death and the 
lifeless appearance of the foot and 
limb was again brought up, and Mrs. 
Walton stated that upon repeated oc- 


casions her foot, under advice 
of a physician, had been immersed 
in water in which the mercury 


registered 100 degrees, with not the 
slightest sensation of warmth, relaxa- 


tion or change of color following the 


treatment. In evidence of the present 
elasticity and normal temperature of 
that member, she playfully offered the 
foot itself in evidence, bending and un- 
bending her toes repeatedly, and allow- 
ing both foot and ankle to be pressed 
and manipulated by curious fingers, 
which has not been possible before for 
years, owing to soreness and a sensi- 
tive condition. Mrs. Southwick con- 
firms the story of Mrs. Walton's un- 
swerving faith, saying that it was 
seemingly as strong the first day she 
met her as at any later period. She al- 
ways said, ‘I shall walk yet upon that 
foot."’ 

To the question whether she has now 
any feeling of nervousness in connec- 


tion with what she is undergoing, any 


sense of excitement, Mrs. Walton re- 
plies: do not know that I havea 
nerve in my body. That feeling of 
peace which came over me at the in- 
stant I heard the Lord’s voice is with 
me still, and my future is in His hands. 
I do want to be humble, I try to be sen- 
sible, and, although I have always 
shfunk from publicity, I am willing now 
to be guided, and, if-He has a work for 
me to perform, lam goingtodoit. I 
want you to say this, though, that last
